Jackson and Quinn became involved
in a saloon quarrel over Prewldent
Roosevelt's Moyer-Heywood  letler,
Jackson wupporting the president and
Quinn opposing. Hot words ensued
aftor which Jackeon left the msaloon,
outside he met Hicks whe offered to
stralght®n matters out. Jackson says
he proposed that he (Jackeon) whould
yeturn firat and ask all hands to drink,
If Quinn refused all would be right
Quinn refused to drink. A moment
later Hicks entered the saloon and
wis necosted by Quinn with the words
“Here's to my old Missourl friend”
Hicks is alleged to have replled, “T'll
ghow you and (o have shot Quinn
through the stomach. Quinn and
Hicks are not known (o have ever had
any trouble. Hicks las beett locked up
in the county Jull Jackson wis held
for n while, today, but was Iater re-
leasod. All three men had been drink-

ing.

There came very neiar belng a ser-
jous riot Wednesday night at Goble

Train Wo. 24, under charge of Con-
ductor Hallenbeck, received orders at
Gable to take the sifing there to lat
No. 3, the Portland train, pass, when
they went In on the siding the train
bumped into some hoarding cars filled
with Greek laborers and one of ‘bem
rushed out and began abusing the
conductor, getting in his way and was
shoved aside, he Immediately retall-
ated wsirlking Hallenbeck over the
head with & club knocking him to his
knees and almost under the oars
whith were moving. Before the mur-
derous assaulter could follow up his
atteck Hallenbeck galned his fest and
run for the engine which he climbed,
clonely followed by the entire gang of
Greeks, to the number of over 200,
who had rushed out of the cars
armed with revolvers and wioked-
looking knives, In the meantime the
passengers rushed to the assistance
of the traln crew and by the display
of firoarms held the mob at bay until
they were reinforved by the arrival of
the up-train crew. when the Grecks
sullenly withdrew to thelr cars, It
lg reporte] that the train crews have
been having & gredt deal of trouble
with thils gang who seem to be very
quarrelsome and it is predicted that
uniess they are removed there Is
